I have  ihe  honour  to  ouhinlt  the  report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  in  your  district  for  the  year  1947. 

In  a comparison  of  i.he  Ljn'th,  still  oirth  and  death  rates  for 
the  R\iral  District,  of  Big-gleswade  and  for  England  and  Wales,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the. figures  are  practical ly  similar.  The  rate  for 
deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  for  the  district  is  only 
22.9  as  compared  with  a rate  of  41  for  England  and  Wales. 

A study  of  the  otatislucai  tables  for. the  years  1929  to  1947  reveals 
that  the  death  rate  tor  infanta  in  the  district  has  exceeded  that 
for  the  coun.tiy  as  a whcle,  on  t;vo  occasions  only,  while,  for 
the  remainder,  the  rate'  has  been  considerably  lower  especially  in 
1943 j>  when  it  was  ..only  1904.  This  is  a matter  for  congratulation. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  ’ p.f  causce . of  death,  that  Cancer 
and  Diseases  of  the  Heart  a.nd  Circuiatory  System' continue  to  be  '(iie 
greatest  killing  diseases  being  responsible  for  I6O'  of  the  258 
deaths  which  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever  during  "the  months 
of  August  arid  September,  and  the  incidence  is  discussed  in  the 
Report  under  'the  'section.,  dealing  with  infectious  disease*

lo  Laboratory  Facilities : 

The  arrangements  whereby  medical  practitioners  could  obtain 
bacteriological  examination’ of  swabs,  blood,  faeces  and  oerebro- spinal 
^.Vai.d  at  the  Bedford  County  Hospital,  were  continued. 

During  the  year,  f\ill  advantage  was  taken  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  through  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Cambridge  during  the  period  when  there  were 
cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  in  the  district  and  the  surrounding  area*

SEWERAGE  AND  E1^//AGE  DISPOSAL : 

1.  Main  drainage  systems  are  in  operation  in  three 
parishes,  viz.  Arlesey,  Potton  and  Stotfold,  and  practically 
the  whole  of  the  premises  in  these  drainage  areas  are 
connected  to  sewers. 

Arlesey  - These  works  were  constructed  in  1931  and  as 
very  considerable  development  has  taken  place  in  the  area 
since  that  time,  the  extension  of  the  works  is  necessary 
and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  that  end*  The 
treatment  of  the  sewage  is  by  means  of  filter  beds  and  the 
sludge  is  removed  from  the  tanks  and  dried.  The  effluent  is 
discharged  into  the  river* 

ajip^tfold  - The  method  of  treatment  here  is  similar  to 
that  at  "Arlesey. 

Potton  - The  sev;age  is  passed  through  screening  chambers, 
detritus  and  settlement  tanks  and  the  effluent  is  treated  by 
broad  irrigation* 

2.  There  are  other  smaller  systems  in  operation  at 
Southill,  Broom  and  Ever ton. 

Southlll  - This  consists  of  sedimentation  tanks  and 
filters  and  is  privately  owned. 

Broom  - A sewer  running  along  the  main  street  flows 
into  sedimentation  tanks  for  the  emptying  of  which  the  Rural 
Council  is  responsible. 

Everton  - The  majority  of  the  properties  are  connected 
to  a sewer  which  runs  into  a sedimentation  tank.  This  is 
a privately  owned  system. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  unsewered  and  in  view 
of  the  development  of  nev/  housing  areas,  especially  in  the 
more  populous  districts,  the  need  for  an  up-to-date  method  of 
sewage  disposal  is  a necessity.  A large  Sewerage  Scheme, 
taking  in  all  the  parishes  in  the  district  and  also  the  two 
neighbouring  authorities,  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  but  was  not  agreed  to,  mainly  on  the  grounds  of  cost* 
Further  proposals  are  being  submitted  for  the  sewering  of 
those  areas  where  the  needs  are  greatest.  The  ideal  would 
have  been  to  have  a comprehensive  scheme  for  the  whole  Rural 
district  but  as  this  ideal  cannot,  as  yet,  be  realised, 
immediate  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  more  populous 
parishes  in  which  the  sanitary  conditions  can  only  be  made 
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satisfactory  by  modern  methods  of  disposal  of  sewage,  and 
which  should  have  prior  consideration.  In  such  parishes 
as  Clifton,  Henlow,  Langford  and  Shefford,  the  need  is 
urgent  while  next  in  priority,  are  the  parishes  of  B1 unham, 
Northill,  Terapsford  and  Wrestlingworth.  The  estimated 
population  of  these  eight  parishes  is  about  8,500  or 
approximately  two  fifths  of  the  total  population  of  the 
district. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  OTHER  THAN  TUBERCULOSIS 

(a)  General  Statistics 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  together  with 
the  number  of  cases  admitted  to  hospital  and  the  deaths 
from  these  diseases.

(b)  Individual  Diseases 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER; 

An  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred  in  the  district 
during  the  months  of  August  and  September,  a total  of  30  definite 
cases  being  notified  and  was  concurrent  with  outbreaks  in  the 
surrounding  districts.  The  character  of  the  disease  in  the 
majority  of  cases  was  mild,'  the  chief  symptoms  being  malaise, 
headache,  abdominal  pain  and  diarrhoea,  and  many  patients  felt 
reasonably  well  after  three  or  four  days.  There  was,  hov/ever, 
one  death  from  the  disease  and  this  occurred  in  an  elderly 
person  who  had  not  been  in  good  health  for  some  time. 
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Frcm  the  table  shaving  the  distribution  of  cases 
thraighout  the  district,  it  v/il],  be  observed  that  the 
majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  northern  part,  Blunhata 
having  the  greatest  incjd.enco  wiiii  rn.ore  than  a quarter  of 
the  total  ncmber.  The  first  throe  cases  to  be  notified 
wore  in  Bluhham,  two  of  these  having  been  previously  admitted 
to  a hospital  outside  the  district  on  account  of  abdoninal 
E-'iiiptcms  ruggo sting  appendicitis^  Fran  information  obtained 
as  to  dates  of  onset  of  the  disease,  however,  it  v;ould  appear 
that  the  first  case  occurred  at  Old  Warden  but  no  association 
between  this  and  the  cases  at  Blunham  could  bo  established. 

Investigation  shewed  that  all  the  cases  in  Blunham  and 
yogorhangor  and  seme  of  the  cases  in  the  surrounding  districts 
h.aa  a common  meat  supply  and  it  may  have  been  possible  for 
infection  to  have  boon  convoyed  in  this  v/ayo  On  the  other 
hC'.ndp  there  v/orc  many  households  in  those  parishes  having 
the  same  supply  in  v;hich  no  illness  had  occurred.  . In  the 
rest  of  the  cases,  there  v/as  no  evidence  of  contact  with  any 
i;na;n  case,  and  in  spite  of  a very  full  investigation  into 
the  general  food  supply,  no  coiimon  factor  could  be  found, 

T!!.igsg  investigations  included  repeated  examinations  of  persons 
employed  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  olau^itorhouso  at  Arlesoy 
frcm  which  moat  v;as  delivered  to  the  district. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  outbreak  was  that  in  only 
two  instances  did  two  or  more  cases  occur  in  one  household. 

It  is  considered  most  probable  that,  owing  to  the 
c ompara tivcl'i" ild  nature  of  the  disease,  there  were  cases 
in  the  ccmmiu  >y  v/hoso  symptoms  wore  so  slight,  that  they 

did  not  seek  dica.l  advice  and  who  may  have  been,  unknown  to 

themselves,  ^^^rcos  of  infection. 

The  help  given  by  the  Pu'^lic  Health  Laboratory  service  at 
Cambridge  in  the  examination  of  specimens  of  blood,  stools 
and  urine,  and  cf  water  samples,  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  total  number  of  speenmens  sent  for  examination  and  reported 
on  was  172 ,

appointed  to  fill  tho  vacancy,
